are

Woody Hayes. 


Ohio State, which last won the 


national championship 15 years 
ago, received 44 of the 49 first 
place votes cast in the final AP 
ballot. The Buckeyes got 968 
points, 
to 782 for runner-up 


Penn State, the only other un- 
beaten, untied major team. 


The 11-0 Nittany Lions, who 


edged Kansas 15-14 in the Or- 
ange Bowl New Year's Night, 
moved up from the No. 3 spot 
they held in the next-to-last poll, 
conducted at the close of the 
regular season. Texas, 9-1-1 aft- 
er trouncing Tennessee 36-13 in 
the Cotton Bowl, nailed the third 
spot, with Southern California, 
9-1-1, falling to fourth. 


Penn State and Texas each re- 


ceived two first place votes. Ar- 
kansas, 
which jumped from 


ninth to sixth place, behind No- 
tre Dame, picked up one. Ar- 
kansas wound up 10-1, upsetting 
Georgia 16-2 in the Sugar Bowl, 
and Notre Dame, which didn't 
go to a bowl was 7-2-1. The Irish 
were seventh in the next-to-last 
poll. 


Kansas, 9-2-, Georgia, 8-1-2, 


Missouri, 8-3, and Purdue, 8-2, 
complete the final Top Ten. 
Kansas was No. 6, Georgia No. 
4, Missouri No. 16 and Purdue 
llth before thebowls. 


Missouri made the big jump 


following an impressive 35-10 
Gator Bowl victory over then

Jones, for it could conclude with one's neck being refash- 
ioned into a spiral. But life is full of risks. 


"Hello, Deacon?" asked the disembodied voice calling 


from New York. "Hope I didn't wake you. I know it's 
early morning in Los Angeles." 


"Ugh," replied Jones, in somnolent tones. An image was 


evoked of the 6-5, 260-pound Jones holding the receiver the 
way he might hold the caller. 


"Deacon, you've just been named the George Halas 


Trophy winner for the second straight year." 


"I was!" he exclaimed. "That's the greatest thing that 


could happen. That's even worth waking up for. I'm happy 
as hell." 


In the annual poll conducted by Newspaper Enterprise 


Association, the players of the National Football League 
again selected the Los Angeles Rams' defensive end as the 
player they would least like to run Into on the playing field, 
or anywhere else for that matter. 


Jones did not receive as many total points this year—129 


compared to 137 last year—but the separation between him 
and the second best defensive player in the NFL is greater. 
Dick Butkus, middle linebacker of the Chicago Bears, re- 
ceived a total of 51 points for second place. In 1967, runner- 
up Tommy Nobis of Atlanta had 130 points. 


Third place this year went to Bob Lilly of Dallas, fol- 


lowed by Nobis, Doug Atkins of New Orleans, Carl Eller 
of Minnesota, Chuck Howley of Dallas and Ray Nitschke 
of Green Bay. 


Jones has caused untold damage to the morale and 


muscle of rivals since he came into the league eight years 
ago. What makes him the best at his business? 


"There is a thin line," he said, "between a champion and 


a mediocre player. Eight out of 10 players in the league 
have superior ability. The difference is in three items: 
pride, determination and competitive spirit. An individual 
has to have these qualities to be a champion, in anything 
law, medicine, football. 


"Some guys just don't care enough to work at it all the 


time. They just hang on. But I play to the damndest of 
my ability whether I am sick or hurt or depressed. A 
couple weeks ago, for instance, I had the flu with a 102 
temperature. But I played. My teammates depended on 
me, and the fans expected me to play. 


"The desire to be a champion makes you go when you 


don't want to go, and you go because you love it." 


Sitting in the stands, a spectator sees No. 75, his hands 


and forearms wrapped in tape, pound through the line and 
pursue the ball carrier .like an angry bear after a hare. Is 
Jones really that angry? 


"I am never angry on the field," he said. "Anger is a 


weakness. You get yourself up emotionally, sure. But 
angry, no. You can't do a good job when you are angry. 
You can't think properly. A calm individual is a thinking 
individual. And you must be thinking or you'll bust the 
play. 


"ph, you get mad on the field. A guy will hit you from 


behind. Or maybe in the line you are fighting two or three 
guys. That burns me, too. But you have to show mental 
discipline. I wait till the right opportunity, then boom, I 
am popping. 


"If you decide to go over by yourself to bust someone, 


you are playing right into the enemy's hands. So you wait. 
Maybe you won't get him this game, maybe not next 
either. But sooner or later. If a guy has done me wrong, 
I wait on the right opportunity, then boom, I even the 
score." 


Jones has evened so many scores that he possesses the 


overwhelming respect of the opposition. That respect was 
emphasized in the George Halas Trophy balloting, again. 
He will receive his trophy at Television City, Jan. 16, at a 
ceremony to be taped by CBS and shown nationally at half-

Lift on the Ball 


A lot of amateur bowlers 


will ask what happens when 
you get to the foul line. This 
is a basic question that is 
put to me all the time.

The basic footwork and arm 
swing are the same, but he 
has a different hand release. 
And sometimes the audience 
gets the wrong impression. 


A lot of times we go against 


the old school ol instructions. 
But it gives us the best re- 
sults for a particular lane 
condition. 


But 1 do not recommend 
varied deliveries to the ama- 
teur because it gets him into 
too much trouble. If you're 
bowling W to 50 games a 
week or more, then I could 
recommend it.

Davidson C o l l e g e rarely 
plays basketball anymore. 


A bit corny in context, the 


two top lines on each ban- 
ner say, "DAVIDSON bas- 
ketball." The t h i r d line, 
r i v a l e d in size only by 
"DAVIDSON," says "TOP 
TEN," followed by a year 
and a curious 6th or 8th or 
10th. 


Neither of the wire serv- 


ice polls distribute such ban- 
ners. They are the product 
of a Charlotte sporting goods 
store and Charles G. (Lefty) 
Driesell— a man dedicated, 
one way or another, to mak- 
ing a basketball name for 
Davidson. 


The stock that Lefty Pri- 


esell takes in top 10 polls 
would tickle Walter Camp. 


"It gets our name in the 


paper," he says. "Nobody 
knows you're alive unless 
you're In the Top 10. It 
means a lot to the individual 
p l a y e r , to our recruiting 
program and it's good for 
our gate receipts." 


The polls, you see, repre- 


sent another way— possibly 
the best way— of presenting 
Davidson to the nation as a 
basketball power. 


It has not been easy. A 


tiny Presbyterian school of 
1,000 students whose finest 
a t h l e t i c contribution had 
been a 6-foot center named 
Dean Rusk back in 1932, 
Davidson did not have much 
to present.

Vietnamese have been rescued. 


South Vietnamese headquar- 


ters said today five government 
soldiers were found Friday in a 
small Viet Cong prison camp of 
bamboo and thatched huts. Last 
week U.S. Special Forces Maj, 
James Rowe and a South Viet- 
namese officer took advantage 
of an allied military sweep in 
the forest to break free after 
five years of captivity. 


Spokesmen said the South 


Vietnamese 21st Division, sup- 
ported by U.S. helicopters and 
naval patrol craft, has been 
making "intensified probes" in 
the U Minh Forest for more 
than a month. 


The forest lies along Viet- 


nam's southwest coast in the 
Mekong Delta on the Gulf of 
Siam. It covers an area about 
the size ot Florida's Everglades 
and has been an enemy sanc- 
tuary since the days of the war 
against the French. 


In addition to the seven pris- 


oners, operations in the forest 
nave turned up dozens of Viet 
Cong supply depots containing 
thousands of rounds of small 
arms ammunition and mortar 
shells. 


A South Vietnamese battalion 


sweeping the northern fringes of 
the forest turned up another 
arms cache today the third sig- 
nificant find in three days. It 
contained 39 machine-guns, ba- 
Booka* and mortars and 48 ri- 
fl6S,' enough heavy weapons for 
a main force battalion. 


The South Vietnamese also re- 


ported a successful ambush ear- 
ly today in the upper delta, 
about 30 miles south of Saigon. 
Government soldiers surprised 
an enemy band moving by sam- 
pans, killed 25 and captured t9 
carbines and submachineguns 
left behind by the fleeing survi- 
vors. 


The allies hope to weaken the 


Viet Cong's political control In 
the delta region, spokesmen 
said, by steadily chipping away 
at the enemy's supplies in the U 
Minh Forest coupled with inten- 
sified patrolling of canals and 
waterways to the north and 
west. 


Allied and South Vietnamese 


headquarters 
reported 
more 


than 100 military sweeps similar 
to the delta push are in pro- 
gress, but none have resulted In 
significant contact with the ene- 
my. 


Since the bombing of North 


Vietnam was halted Nov. 1, the 
pattern of the war has been 
scattered 
skirmishes, enemy 


spellings and spoiling raids by 
American warplanes. 


The U.S. Command today re- 


ported two more incidents In the 
17th Parallel demilitarized zone, 
where there have been increas- 
ing signs of a North Vietnamese 
buildup.
